A report from Lethbridg' 1 states 
that gophers infected with bubon¬ 
ic plague have been found in the 
Lomond district, to miles east of 
Vulcan. 

J. H. Brown, entomologist for 
the Provincial Department of Pub¬ 
lic Health said in an interview that 
laboratory test results just receiv* 
ed of gophers found in that area 
revealed the menace. Previously 
it had been found in gophers in 
more northerly sections of f th* 
province. 

Entomological survey rrws un¬ 
der Mr. Brown’s direction and 
headed, by C. E. Collins, cover the 
province each year, looking both 
for gophers with plague infesta¬ 
tion and for ticks which carry the 
spotted fever germ. 

Residents of the Lomond district 
have been warned not to handle 
gophers. They have been urged to 
carry out an extermination cam¬ 
paign to either shoot or poison the 
infected rodents. 

Surveys also have shown that 
gophers In the Gleichen area are 
Infested with the plague. 


Excavating work-in connection 
with Vulcan's water and sewer 
project is nearing completion, with 
all water and sewer mains laid 
anc^ the big ditching machine now 
working on I he laterals lending in¬ 
to horn- s and husiness places.

It is anticipated that a few more 
days work will compe*-* construct¬ 
ion of th-? sewage disposal plant 
on the east side of town. 

Good progress is being made la 
all phases of the construction work 
which is now welt ahead of sched¬ 
ule, and the date when Vulcan 
will be completely served by its 
own water and sewer system is 
not far off. ——

FAfcL FORAGE CROP HINTS 

Forage crops that were seeded 
last spring without a nurse crop 
may have produced a fairly heavy 
stand by mid-August or may have 
had weeds growing in them. J. E. 
Birdsall, Supervisor of crop Im¬ 
provement. says that in either 
case the crop could have been 
mowed in August without danger 
of damaging the stand. If. it was 
not done then, however, it should 
not be mowed in September or 
winter killing is likely to result. 

New stands of forage crops 
should never be pastured in the 
first year. The young plants are 
not anchored firmly enough to 
withstand that kind of treatment. 
Even when a stand is well estab¬ 
lished. as in the second or subse¬ 
quent years, close pasturing in the 
fall before freeze-up may result in 
winter killing. Pasturing after fre¬ 
eze-up will not affect the winter 
hardiness of the stand. Removal 
of the top growth may of course 
result in less snow cover. 

SEEDING IN THE FALL: 

Grasses, particularly crested 
wheat grass, are often seeded in 
the fall of the .rear. If the seed¬ 
ing has not been done by Sept¬ 
ember 15th. it should be delayed 
until between October 1st and 15. 
The early seeded grass will germ¬ 
inate and over-wtnter satisfactor¬ 
ily while October seeded grass will 
be in the ground ready to germ¬ 
inate in the early spring and make 
full use of the moisture that is

ipated with shelterbelts up to 25 
to 30 years old, and forward-look¬ 
ing planters will not wait until 
trees are dead before adopting 
measures to renew or replace 
them, says John Walker, Superin¬ 
tendent, Forest Nursery Station. 
Indian Head. Saskatchewan. 

Shelterbelts originally contain, 
ing eight or more rows of trees 
may be renewed in vigor by re¬ 
moving two or more centre rows 
of trees. After this is done plans 
should be made to keep strips 
which have been cleared of trees 
well cultivated and free from we¬ 
eds so that the remaining trees 
may be stimulated to make strong 
growth. 

Should young trees be planted, 
in gaps in shelterbelts after large 
dead trees are removed? Usually 
conditions in old shelterbelts are 
not favorable for young trees to 
make much headway when plant¬ 
ed in such places. They may per¬ 
sist and develop quite satisfactor¬ 
ily provided replaned areas are 
fairily larg>> and sufficient light 
and moisture are available for the 
young trees. Even young Whit** 
Spruce trees may survive under 
such circumstances if planted 
when and where conditions are 
favorable. 

Generally speaking, however, 
the renewal or replacement of an 
old shelterbelt is best done by set¬ 
ting out a new shelterbelt before 
the old one thins out too much. 
Land should he prepared for the 
new belt in the recommended 
manner either within the old or 
beyond it. In most cases room will 
have to he found beyond the old 
belt. and. of course parallel to it. 

In any event, no planting should 
be attempted closer than eighteen 
feet to the established trees which 
are to be replaced * 


available. 

Legumes should not be seeded 
in the fall of the year unless it is 
done ih October after the possi¬ 
bility of germination is past. Leg¬ 
umes that germinate in the fall 
are almost certain to winter-kill. 

Fall seeding should be avoided 
on land where soil drifting might 
occur. On dry loose land it would 
be wiser to delay seeding until 
early spring or until soil moisture 
is adequate. Fall seeding into stu¬ 
bble is usually safer than seeding 
into summer-fallow.

Preliminary figures Issued by the 
Dominion Bureau of Statistics in 
July, indicate that during the 
first three months of 1949. farmers 
receipts from the sale of farm 
products amounted to $406,386,000 
as compared with $380,006,000 in 
1948 and $333,779,000 in 1947, a 
gain of n.’J per cent ai)d 21.7 per 
cent respectively. 

Compared with a year ago. cash 
income from the sale of field crops 
at $133,873 000 for the first quarter 
of 1949, was up more than 20 ■ per 
cent. This increase can be largely 
attributed to the increases in the 
marketings of the five principal 
grains and a higher price for 
wheat. Income from the sale of 
livestock and livestock products at

DEFENCK AGAINST 
ATOMIC WARFARE: 

New devices specially designed 
to detcet the. presence of harmful 
rays following th explosion of at¬ 
omic bombs were demonstrated in 
Pritain recently. They were shown 
at the opening of the Government 
civil defence training school. The 
latest defence measures against at¬ 
omic warfare are being taught at 
this college to men and women 
from all parts of Britain. After 
completing their training they will 
act as a nucleus of instruetons for 
recruits to Britain’s Civil Defence 
Corps. Instruction is based on the 
lessons learned from the scientific 
study of atomic warfare and., a 
close' liason is maintained between 
the college and the national atom¬ 
ic research station. 


Fifteen hundred teachers started 
Summer School in the faculty of 
Education at the University of Al¬ 
berta, this week. Thus 27% of 
Alberta's 5700 teachers are back 
at school again to spend six weeks 
of their summer holidays further¬ 
ing their education towards a Un¬ 
iversity degree 

"Alberta's teacher educational 
system is unique" explained Erie 
C. Ansley, Secivtary of the Alberta 
Teachers' Association,” in that Al¬ 
berta is the only province in Can¬ 
ada where all teacher training is 
in the University and where all 
educational courses are credited 
towards a University degree.” 

Mr. Ansley pointed out that one 
in every five of Alberta's teachers 
now have University degrees, and 
that the average University train¬ 
ing of each of the province’s 5700 
teachers is 1.3 years. “This is a 
remarkable advance in teacher 
qualification,” said Mr. Ansley. 

This trend on the part of mem¬ 
bers of the teaching profession to 
widen their educational back¬ 
ground. arid to make themselves 
more able teachers, Mr. Ansley at¬ 
tributes to remuneration recogniz¬ 
ing training and experience. 


“Now the teacher can see a fut¬ 
ure in teaching It can become a 
profession, a life work, offering a 
degtvv of Security and permanence 
Our system of teacher education 
is good,” he continued,”, and with 
it our system of increasing remun¬ 
eration for improved qualificat¬ 
ions adds the necessary incentive. 
After one year training in the Un¬ 
iversity Faculty of Education a 
teacher can teach, and then go 
'on and obtain a Bachelor degree in 
6 to 8 years of summer school. 
While this is going on, in most 
salary schedules, the teacher is al¬ 
lowed annual increases as extra 
qualifications are added. Thus, in 
the teaching profession, advance¬ 
ment with salary increases has be¬ 
come comparable with advance¬ 
ment in commercial life . . . 
gradual increased remuneration 
for service and knowledge." 

"A further incentive, too, has 
been added now with the proposed 
certification of teachers, and w° 
are confident that if the present 
trend towards better salaries and 
better teaching conditions contin¬ 
ues, it will .jot be long before the 
teacher shortage will be materially

Mr. Dickey said, “A related fact, 
and one that is most gratifying, is 
that, counting only the white pop¬ 
ulation, our death rate from T.B. 
is lowest in Canada! Counting in 
the Indians, our T.B. death rate 
is third lowest in Canada. Ontario 
and Saskatchewan have ' lower 
death rates than we. but we are 
slowly and surely overtaking them. 

“A very fine measure of cooper¬ 
ation between the medical profes- 
jiiOh. hospitals, department of 
health, local, provincial and fed¬ 
eral, and the Alberta Tuberculosis 
Association, has had a great deal 
to do with the improvement in the 
tuberculosis situation and the stea¬ 
dy decline in T.B. deaths in Alber- 


Winter wheat improvement was 
the subject of discussion when 
plant bleeders, cereal chemists, 
pathologists, physiologists, field 
husbandry men. and entompiogists 
from various Experimental Stat¬ 
ions 'and Research Laboratories 
met recently at Lethbridge. A 
comprehensive program of re¬ 
search was outlined...to study win¬ 
ter wheat problems and to brv*»d 
improved varieties of this crop. 
Much of this work will be conduct¬ 
ed in the research laboratories at 
Lethbridge. 

A study of the root rot diseases 
of winter wheat will be made with 
the object of finding varieties re¬ 
sistant to this disease and in' de- 
vekJping cultural practices to les¬ 
sen the severity of the damage. 
Cultural practices such as the 
date of seeding in relation to soil 
moisture content and seeding 
methods will be given further stu¬ 
dy particularly in areas where 
winter wheat is difficult to grow. 
It is hoped to find varieties that 
are resistant to sawfly and aphid 
attack. 

In the hreeding program attem¬ 
pts will be made to produce im¬ 
proved varieties of both hard red 
wheat and soft white wheat. In the 
hard red wheat program, emphas¬ 
is will be placed on greater winter 
hardiness, improved disease and 
insect resistance, non-shattering, 
earliness 'and satisfactory bread¬ 
making quality., These wheats are 
designed to be town on dryland 
in the open plains^area. In the soft 
wheat program emphasis will be 
placed on strength of straw, dis¬ 
ease resistance, and satisfactory 
pastry flour properties. These 
wheats should prove suitable for 
irrigated land and parts of the 
foothill areas. 

In some cases it will take many 
years to satisfactorily solve cerf- 
hin of these problems while In oth¬ 
er cases results may be obtained 
in the near future. As results be¬ 
come available they will be passed 
on to the farmers. Investigations 
will be continued activ?ly until 
winter wheat production is on a 
sound profitable, and permanent 
basis in this area.

DON’T BURN THE STRAW 

The Straw scattered by combin¬ 
es should he worked into the soil 
and never should be burned. This 
is the advice given by D. A. Brown 
of the Dominion experimental 
farm, Brandon, Manitoba. He says 
that unless the crop is an extrem¬ 
ely heavy one, well spread straw 
can be suiface tilled and a fair 
to good seed bed prepared. 

Furthermore the soil needs or¬ 
ganic matter which is lost if th<* 
straw is burned. Virgin soils in 
Manitoba contain 12 to 18 percent 
of organic matter. Grain land 
which has been cropped for 70 
years averages frym 1H to 4 per 
cent in organic matter.

An extract from a booklet, 
“Your University. 1949,” published, 
by the U. of A. 

In a great farming and ranch¬ 
ing country like Alberta it is ob¬ 
vious that the provincial univer¬ 
sity should have a Faculty jot Ag¬ 
riculture. No duty is more plainly 
laid upon each generation of Al¬ 
berta citizens than the duty of 
handling on to their successors a 
heritage not merely unspoiled, but 
enriched. And no part of this duty 
is clearer or nuye important than 
that of treating the actual soil of 
the province with respect and in¬ 
telligence. 

Researches carried .on in the 
university farm have solved and 
will solve many of the problems 
of the farmer and rancher; and 
the graduates of the Faculty of 
Agriculture carry out from the 
university every year to the dif¬ 
ferent parts of Alberta new skills 
anl new Ideas to the benefits of 
themselves and others. It was 
said over two hundred years ago 
that “whoever could make two 
ears of com or two blades of grass 
to grow upon a spot of ground 
where only one grew before” de¬ 
served well of mankind. He is still 
well thought of. 

The Faculty of Agriculture 
seeks by the courses It offers and 
by the experiments and research¬ 
es which it carries on to make 
the growing of crops and the rais¬ 
ing of stock in this province more 
skillful and more profitable. Stu¬ 
dents are trained in the scientific 
principles of agriculture. They 
am taught the planning of farm 
buildings and farmsteads, the use 
and value of different kinds of 
farm machinery. They learn how 
to distinguish and judge and breed 
different types and classes of beef 
cattle, dairy cattle, horses, sheep 
and swine. They study soils, the 
diseases of plants, the control of 
weeds. .They receive instruction in 
the priciples and problems of 


dairying. There are courses in 
poultry breeding and veterinary 
sconce; in the problems of agri¬ 
cultural marketing and in statist¬ 
ics. 

The degree of B.Sc. in Agricul¬ 
ture is granted upon the success¬ 
ful. completion of a four-year 
course. In the third -and fourth 
years th« course of studies is suf¬ 
ficiently flexible to permit quite 
a wide variety of options. A stud¬ 
ent may follow a general course 
which has been planned to provide 
a broad training in agriculture; or 
he may, if he prefers, narrow his 
course and do a certain amount of 
specialization in stWne particular 
branch of agriculture. A student 
deeply interested in some branch 
ol agriculture may, if he has the 
inclination and the ability, go on. 
after taking his B. Sc. degree, to 
do more advanced and specialized 
work for the degree of M. Sc. 

Different kinds of work are op¬ 
en to the graduate in agriculture. 
He may apply what he has learned 
to the business of practical farm¬ 
ing, and find in such work liveli¬ 
hood, interest and opportunity of 
public service. He may become an 
extension worker or field man in 
the employ of either th« provincial 
or dominion department of agri¬ 
culture, assisting the farmers of 
a particular area with advice and 
information. Other graduates may 
become teachers in the provincial 
schools of agriculture, or in the- 
newly organized composite high 
schools which offer options in ag¬ 
riculture. 

There is also much .to be done 
by trained men for such comerc- 
ial organizations as the 'packing 
companies, grain companies, and 
for the companies which make and 
sell farm machinery. For the grad¬ 
uate with the right kind of ability 
there is opportunity for a career 
in research work with such organ¬ 
izations as the National Research 
Council, the Dominion Experimen-
